SIERRA VIEW HOSPITAL MAY OPEN 
IN FEBRUARY OF NEXT YEAR; PLAN IS 


TO PUT OPERATION ON PAYING BASIS 
PORTERVILLE, July 18—The new Sierra View hospital may 
be opened before the end of February, 1958, it was stated this week 
by Robert Miller, administrator of the hospital. 
Miller also said that he hopes to have the 40-bed hospital “op- 
erating in the black” after two years. 


He said that a number of fac- 
tors are involved in operating 
costs, the most important of 
which is the average patient 
load, since practically the same 
staff is necessary to run the hos- 
pital whether it operates near ca- 
pacity or with only a small num- 
ber of patients. 

The hospital is being construet- 
ed so that it can be expanded, by 
16 medical and surgical beds, and.

2. A permanent Soil Bank and a permanent disposal program 
of the dimensions made necessary by incentive prices’ and ineffective 
controls. 

Certainly, more production adjustments are needed for our ba- 
sic crops than are likely to come from the type of controls we hither- 
to have had. Farmers are capable of making many needed adjust- 
ments on their own if permitted to do so. ' 

Many provisions of the law (related to agricultural programs) 
are Hod and workable. There aré more than 200 farm products 
fo which we are authorized to provide price supports. For all but 
I! of these (the basic commodities—wheat, cotton, corn, rice, pea- 
nuts and tobacco—and a few other with special programs —dairy 
products, wool, sugar, honey and tung nuts) general guides are pro- 
vided by law as a basis for price support without the use of fixed 
formulas. 

, For the 190 or so commodities to which these criteria apply, 
problems have perhaps been less troublesome than for the basic com- 
modities.

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WHEAT GROWERS 
MUST COMPLY IN 
MARKET PROGRAM 


VISALIA, July 18 —With the 
nation’s farmers voting 83.3 per 
cent and California growers 76.5 
per cent in favor of marketing 
quotas for the 1958 wheat crop, 
the federal program will continue 
in operation for another year. 


Incomplete returns show a total 
of 172,166 farmers voting, of 
whom 143,333 favored the quotas 
and 28,833 were opposed. While 
the tabulation is not final be- 
cause adverse weather conditions 
delayed complete returns from a 
number of states the final count 
is not expected to change the re- 
sult. 

Under a marketing quota pro- 
gram, farmers must comply with 
their farm wheat allotments in 
order to receive price support on 
their crop. This support has been 
announced at a minimum nation- 
al average of $1.78 per bushel for 
the commercial wheat states.

We ‘Only Heard

ONE INTERESTING. aspéct of 
stories in old newspapers is that 
the problems and hopes of the 
community haven’t changed much 
as the years go by. 

FOR INSTANCE back in 1900, 
when the Porterville Board of 
Trade was formed (this was the 
forerunner of the chamber of 
commerce) basic ideas included 
the fostering and encouraging of 
business; the stimulation of man- 
ufacturing; the promotion of 
home products; and the encour- 
aging of immigration. 

FIFTY-SEVEN years later we 
are, a8 a@ community, still trying 
to promote business; we want 
manufacting (we call it industry 
now) we certainly do what we 
can to promote sale of home prod- 
ucts, and the “immigrants’’ we 
are now after are called tourists. 

AND EVEN prior to 1900, 
many newspaper articles called 
attention to the need for manu- 
facting to supplement agriculture, 
and there were articles aimed at 
interesting someone in establish- 
ing a creamery, a slaughterhouse 
and other types of business that 
handled farm products. 

EVEN PRIOR to 1900 Spring- 
ville had industry that utilized 
the Sierra logging business — a 
box factory that supplied among

(The idea then 
was that bullion was being haul- 
ed from the booming Owens lake 
Mining area into Los Angeles—a 
seven-day trip by mule team, 
through the desert, while it was 
said the trip across the Sierra 
could be made in three days if a 
road was built. Business angle 
was that mules used for hauling 
annually consumed 8,640 tons of 
barley and 5,760 tons of hay, 
while terminal point of a trans- 
Sierra road would naturally be, a 
bustling business area. And, of 
course, it didn’t take Porterville 
people long to start pushing for 
the road to come into Porterville, 
rather than Visalia).

Lygus Bug Check Should Be Made 
Regularly In Cotton Fields; Build-up 


y 


Of Pest Reported In County Fields. 


By Alan G. George 
Farm Advisor 

VISALIA, July 4—Cotton grow- 
ers should carefully check their 
fields for the presence of Lygus 
bugs or cotton daubers at this 
time. Lygus counts have been 
found high enough in a number of 
the county’s cotton fields to war- 
rant control of this pest. Exces- 
sive square shedding or a poor de- 
velopment in number of squares 
could be attributed to excessive 
numbers of this insect. 

Feeding by Lygus bugs will 
cause a shedding of squares, flow- 
ers, and small bolls. Lygus bugs 
are particularly attracted to suc- 
culent or rank growing fields of 
cotton. 

Lygus bugs live and breed in 
Many other crops besides cotton. 
Adult Lygus will migrate from 
these other host plants into cot- 
ton. When alfalfa fields are cut, 
or when native growth dries up, 
this movement will occur. Be- 
cause of this migration, insecti- 
cide applications should be timed 
to follow after alfalfa cuttings as 
near as possible. 

The need for Lygus bug treat- 
ment may be determined by sweep 
method. For the sweep method, 
a series of 50 sweep samples made 
with a standard insect net through 
the tops of one row of cotton 
should be taken at several loca- 
tions in the field. When such 
counts average 10 Lygus bugs per 
50 sweeps, with each nymph 
counting as two, control should be 
taken. The presence of nymphs 
indicates a more advanced and 
serious infestation. 


Checks for the presence of this 


spray are recommended. Dust ap- 
plications should include at least 
50% sulfur, as a mite depressant. 
Recommendations for control of 
the Lygus bug and other cotton 
insects is available at the Farm 
Advisors Office, in the basement 
of the Visalia post office.

and a portion of the Strathmo 

Union High School district, have 
agreed to a set of administrative 
by-laws that have been drawn up. 


Miller estimates that labor 
costs will run about two-thirds of 
operating costs. From one and 
three-quarers to two employees 
will be necesary per patient. 

At present, Miller is setting up 
a echedlue of charges for hospi- 
tal services; he says that this is 
difficult to do since there is, nat- 
urally, no past experience in this 
hospital to judge by. 

Rates will be adjusted as neces- 
sary so that hospital services can 
be given as cheaply as possible, 
yet keep the hospital on a pay- 
ing basis. 

Although the new hospital is a 
“tax supported institution’ in 
that it is being built with funds 
from three sources—a direct tax 
on property within the Sierra 
View Hospital district, state 
grant and federal grant—wMiller 
believes that once the hospital 
is in operation, district funds 
should not be necessary to finance 
actual operation. 


Miller came to Porterville after 
five years as administrator of the 
Visalia Municipal hospital. For- 
merly, he was an industrial ‘en- 
gineer, specializing in personnel 
work. For 10 years he was in this 
field with the B. F. Goodrich com- 
pany at Akron, Ohio; he is a 
graduate of! Wittenberg college in 
Ohio. 

Personnel for tne new - hospi- 
tal are now being interviewed 
and screened by Miller.

|number of broilers and fryers 


produced was over 52 million, an 
eight per cent larger crop than 
in 1955. 

Chicken egg producers again 
set a new record with a produc- 
tion of 4.5 billion eggs, a two per 
cént gain over 1955. The number 
of farm chickens raised in 1956, 
however, ‘was three per cent less 
than the number raised the pre- 
vious year. 

The output of commercial 
hatcheries was 108 million chicks, 
four per cent more than in 1955, 
and 14.9 million turkey poults, 28 
per cent more than in 1955. 

The annual average prices re- 
ceived by farmers for all poultry 
commodities in 1956 were below 
1955 prices. The most severe 
price decline in this group of 
commodities was registered for 
the crop of commercial broilers 
and fryers. The average price 
for this crop was 21 per cent 
lower than in 1955 and the low- 
est since 1941. 

The price of farm chickens al- 
so decreased sharply during 1956 
and averaged 13 per cent below 
the previous year’s price. Farm 
chicken prices have not been so 
low since 1940. 

The average price of eggs in 
1956 was down five per cent 
from a year earlier. Except for 
1954, egg prices were lower than 
in any other year following 1944; 
in 1954 they were three per cent 
lower than in 1956. f 

The 1956 average price for 
turkeys was seven per cent less 
than the 1955 price. The 1956 
price was two per cent above the 
1954 price but ‘was lower than 
in all other years since 1941. 
Feed prices averaged lower in 
1956 than for the preceding year. 

The poultry and hatchery in- 
dustry in California has under- 
gone a tremendous expansion 
since the years immediately pre- 
ceding World War II. The num- 
ber of chickens in laying flocks 
increased 83 per cent since 1941, 
egg production increased 
158 per cent during the same 
period. 

Commercial broiler and fryer 
production in 1956 was over seven 
times as large as 1941 production. 
The turkey crop has almost quad- 
rupled during the 15 years since 
1941. Hatchery production has 
expanded similarly to provide the 
young stock necessary for the 
rapid growth of the poultry in- 
dustry.
